Five Abstain 
As 15 Vote 
With City 


Displaying an element of 
decisive cohesiveness which 
was lacking at its organiza- 
tional meeting, the Citizens’ 
Civic Center Committee voted 
overwhelmingly Monday night 
in support of City Council's 
choice of site for the two- 
square-block Upland municipal 
project. 

Salesman Frank Carpenter, 
a resident of Foothill Knolls 
subdivision, moved for the en- 
dorsement to culminate a two- 
hour-plus discussion session at 
Pioneer Junior High School. 
He received a quick second 
from Mrs. Isabel Whitney, an 
ardent backer of the unrelated 
Chaffey Communities Cultural 
Center. 

Calling for a hand vote, 
Councilman George Gibson, 
chairman of the group, count- 
ed 15 firm indications of ‘‘yes”’ 
among the 20 Committee mem- 
bers present (from a total of 
33). The other five — Mrs. 
Norma Fisher, Peter Howarth, 
Albert Pattison, Mrs. Bette 
Root and Mrs. Mary Scott— 
abstained.

Center,’’ Howarth 
hastened to note, apparently 
echoing the sentiments of 
those who refrained from mak- 
ing the motion a unanimous 
one. “I just want to straighten 
out a few bits and pieces be- 
fore I vote.” 

Councilman Ronald Rossit- 
ter, who steered the course of 
a question and answered-filled 
meeting, seemed elated over 
its outcome. But he cautioned: 
“We'll still meet organized op- 
position on an issue of this 
size, so I hope we can settle 
our differences and progress 


enthusiastically and unani- 
mously.”’ 
The 3.91 downtown acres 


spelled out by Carpenter are 
bounded on the west by Eu- 
clid Ave., the south by D St., 
the east by 2nd Ave. and the 
north by a line approximately 
150 feet south of Arrow Hwy. 
Most controversial aspect of 
the site selection has been the 
western boundary — should it 
be Euclid or Ist Ave.? 

Planning specialist Ted 
Adsit, hired by the City to 
work with the CCCC, was 
largely responsible for Mon- 
day’s lopsided vote. He ex- 
plained that he had been ask- 
ed to study the whole of Up- 
land and, with no one influenc- 
ing him, he had picked the 
same location, with the Civic 
‘enter facing on Euclid. He 
gave his reasons: 

(1) The site, near the cen- 
ter of population and the multi- 
ple use area, supports the 
present common goals as 
projected by the General Plan, 
with Euclid at the hub of fu- 
ture commercial activity.

Opens In 


Upland Square, billed proud- 


ly by its developers as ‘the 
City’s first major shopping 
center,’’ opened officially for 


business with appropriate fan- 
fare Monday morning. 

On hand for ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies at the $2 million 
northwest corner of Foothill 
Blvd. and San Antonio Ave. 
were Upland leaders, repre- 
sentatives of Penn-Ritter Mort- 
gage Co. and officials of Alpha 
Beta supermarket, the first 
concern to hold its grand open- 
ing this week (see full page 
ad) 

Shoppers were lined up in 
front of the various firms well 
in advance of the 10 a.m. fes- 
tivities, despite an overcast 
sky. They were quick to enter 
and inspect Gemmel Phar- 
macy and Party Liquors as 
well as the big, new grocery 
outlet 

Two other businesses, the 
Texaco Service Station at the 
actual corner and Penn Mar 
Realty’s office, also celebrated 
the official baptismal, though 
they have been in working 
operation for some time. 

Owners of the pharmacy 
and liquor store announced 
they will conduct their grand 
opening sales after Alpha 
Beta’s — within the coming 
month. 

Representing Penn - Ritter, 
the l0-acre site’s developer, 
Alan Sandorf, vice president, 
told the assemblage that the 
present firms soon will be 
joined by a T.G. and Y. va- 
riety store, Winchell’s Do-Nut 
Shop, a tv-hi-fi-record store, a 
dry cleaners and a _ barber 
shop. All will be located to 
the west of Alpha Beta in a 


line of units scheduled for 
completion by July 1, he re- 
ported 


Sandorf also said there is 
additional space available for 
“other progressive tenants.”’ 
Regarding the possible de- 
velopment of an indoor mo- 
tion picture theatre — in the 
center's original plans for the 
northwestern corner—he said,

The Penn-Ritter spokesman 
confirmed that “in excess of 
106,000 square feet of business 
floor space’’ will be occupied 
by Upland Square merchants.

Referendum Election May Be Stalled. 
But City Budget's On Right Track 


Ontario Councilman Samuel 
Crow, attorney for the Santa 
Fe Railroad, was expected to 
appear Wednesday in County 
Superior Court to seek a tem 
porary restraining order 
ngainst Upland’s referendum 
election, scheduled for July 15 

As THE NEWS went to 
press, it was reported by re- 
liable sources that Crowe in- 
tended to pose his request be- 
fore Judge Archie Mitchell or 
Judge Carl Hilliard. Either 
jurist could rule on the order 
immediately, or could take the 
request under advisement 

City Atty. Donald Maroney 
said he felt Crowe would con- 
tact him prior to going to 
coum and anak Maroney to ac- 
company him. ‘There's an 


implication of a protest 
against spending our tax- 
payers’ money in the rail- 
road's move,’ Maroney ex- 


plained, ‘‘so he wants me to 
be available to provide infor- 
mation,"’ 

As a result, Maroney said he 
intended to ask Atty. John 
Taves, who represents the Up- 
land Home Association, to join 
them as “a friend of the 
court.” Taves would offer the 
position of the 2,000 voters who 
signed petitions requesting the 
election, he said 

If sufficient information is 
provided by Crowe, the ruling 
judge might invoke the order 
at once, thus postponing the

City Out Of ‘Ammo’ 


‘Cease-Feed' 
In Pigeon War 


Upland’s war against the pigeons is over — 
at least, a cease-feed has been called. 

According to City Street Supt. Homer Greear, 
who was elevated for the duration to command 
the rooftop forces, a cessation was dictated by 
the logics of battle: “We used up our last batch of 
feed,” 

Greear said the concerted attack ‘did quite a 
bit of good.” Thirty-five to 40 of the enemy were 
listed as “known dead” and others were pre- 
sumed to have fallen elsewhere. 

The commander reported that 125 pounds of 
ammunition — poisoned feed — were utilized in the 
past six weeks, or since the maneuvers were 
bogged down by the spring rains. Almost eight 
pounds daily were placed, ambush-fashion, atop 
downtown buildings on each side of 2nd Ave. 

When and if the war is resumed, “it must be 
more of a community project with more battle- 
grounds,” Greear stated.

If they do not wish 
to dedicate land, the  sub- 
dividers would have the option 
of paying a fixed fee per lot 
which would then be used by 
the city or county to purchase 
land in the subdivision for 
park purposes.
